With a better knowledge of the 
anatomy of the deciduous pulps the general practitioner can then modify the cavity 
preparations which will insure longer lasting fillings, thus creating a desire for the 
dentist to do more children’s dental work. 


Preservation of the Teeth of the Child Patient

The preservation of children’s teeth is dependent upon adequate examination 
and complete treatment planning. In the case of the child patient, even more than 
the adult, it is essential that the examination be supplemented by radiographs. Only 
with the aid of bite-wing and periapical radiographs can incipient carious lesions, 
congenital absence of teeth, and supernumerary teeth be discovered, all of which 
influence the treatment plan. The routine use of radiographs for the child patient 
will be discussed. A consideration of the cause and the control of dental caries is of 
primary importance in the preservation of the teeth of children. After a brief re- 


view of the etiological factors in dental caries, practical caries control measures will 
be discussed.

A systemic procedure is recommended and 
demonstrated: (1) Functional analysis of the bite (occlusion), (2) Planning of 
the treatment, (3) Reconstruction.
